Dick Turpin, the Hero of • Wn 
drous Ride 

DICK TURPIN 
was a rob- 
ber who 
w B a very 
Juatly hanged for 
hta crimes. Tliere 
are ao many leg- 
onda woven about 
bis sordid career 
tbat It la hard at 
this lata day to 
sift the fsets from Pick TUWPih 
the fiction. Some histortani say b* 
was a fascinating daredevil. Others 
Bay h« was merely a stupid niflian. It 
in due to this variance as well as to 
tho Btrongeness of hia alleged ex- 
plolta that Turpin figures as a hlBtorlo 
blackguard. Here — aa well aa truth 
can ba aeparated from fancy — la tha 
uaaallr aeeaptad itorr of his Hfa: 

Rlrhard— or Dick — Turpin waa bom 
nt Hampstead, England, tn September, 
1709, His purents w«re poor. They 
apprenticed him In early youth to a 
butcher. But Dick took a more than 
neighborly Intereat tn other people's 
cattle. At last be waa caught steal- 
ing steers that had l>a«a aant to bis 
employer for bvtehoriav. To steal 
catUo In thoao days was a "hanging 
oftanao." Tnrpln ilad for bis lite, 
Bcorla* tlM flrtt of his naajr saeapas 
from Justice. 

He joined a gang of thieves and 
hecamo their leader. But he soon 
tired of aeeorlattng with rasoalu of 
duller brains than hts own. More- 
over, their blunders or treachery 
might add to hIa own danger. So ha 
left the gang aftar ha had laamad all 
tha Tillalnlaa its mamban eould 
taaeb him. 

BometimoH. In Intor days, ho would 
employ mic! of Ih.h did coinradcs as un 
arri>tnpll<f> Hiit most nf his crimes 
woro rommlttcil Ringlo-handed. He 
liei 'imo n lilijhwiiyninn and hie naino 
quickly spread terror throughout the 
wholo eountryalda. 

Rallroada and telagmph war* not 
yet Invented. Newa traveled slowly. 
So did everything. Now and than a 
message or letter was carried fast 
across country, on horspback, with 
relays of apocdy liorpps waiting from 
point to FHiiiit. I'.nt tiio usual mode of 
travel was over heavy roads In a 
heavier atage coach. 

Tbara ware llnaa of itaga coaches 
drawn bjr four horaaa. PasBangara 
filled tike roof and bodr of tho vahlelo, 
while a guard, armed with a blundei*- 
buss, sat beside the driver to protect 
tba lives and valuables the couch car- 
ried. Cf^ntlenieii of woiUih hHd pri- 
vate Goacbea In which tbey traveled 
betwaoB tboir eoaatrr hoaiaa sa4 Loo- 
don. 

Katnrallr, tho eoaebes often held 
largo anma of moaor aad Jowalrjr, and 
the paaaengera were In tho babit of 

carrying plenty of caah with them. 
All this made the stage lines favorite 
haunts for highwaymen. 

A coach would round a turn In the 
road to confront a masked horseman 
whose leveled pistols thi^eatened tho 
guard even, while bla disguised voice 
oroakod: "Stand and dolivarl" Often 
tbo nuwkod maa wooM ororswo the 
pasooBMora, nako than Una np ia the 
road, rob them aad tho eoaeb. than 
Jump on hla bono and gallop away 
with his plunder. BajEoro the police 
could he notified ha was turoally maar 

miles away. 

Turpin waa one of the most daring 
of these highwaymen. Not content 
with robbing pasengers, he would of- 
ten play quaint trleka on them. If 
hla domaads for monar waro raolstod 
ho bad BO ■emploo about soadlac a 
platal bullet through hla eppoaoafg 
brain. Altogether thoro was nueh 
brutal crima and little poatrr about 
him. 

Tho most plcturosqu© of Turpln's 
feats was his fninnuH ride from Lon- 
don to York— an adventure whose 
truth some writers doubt. Dick had 
committed an atroeloua robbery near 
London. Xnoirlnc ho waa rooogniaod, 
ho sot out to aaonra an alibi. Mount- 
ing hto itaro, Blaok Baaa, bo lallopod 
to York. Tho dlstaneo waa 100 mllea 
over bad roads. The Journey uaually 
took four days. Dick made It In fif- 
teen hours, and his maro dropped 
dead aa he reached York. When Tur- 
pin was arrested for tha lA>ndon rol>- 
bery he proved by reliable witnesses 
that ha bad been loafing about tha 
York atreeta fifteen houra after tha 
crtmo— a fact that aaomod to forbid 
bit bavtaff raashat thara br natural 
means. ThorofioNb It waa 4seMod he 
muBt ba laaoeaat
